Higher in Other Nations 
W ashington, 
Feb. 
27.— Living 
costs have advanced more in six 
foreign countries since 1914 than 
in the United States, according to 
com parisons of retail food prices 
in nine countries, including Am- 
erica, made public today by the 
• bureau of labor statistics. 
In 
Australia and New Zealand,howev­ 
er. the advance was less than in 
this country. 
T aking duly, 1914, as the 
base 
point, the bureau shows that the 
retail prices of the principal food 
articles inthe United States 
had 
uKT-r.sed b\ *8 p< r cent in Sep­ 
tember, 1919. compared with 
a d ­ 
vances in lib per cent in (treat 
Britain and 93 per cent in Canada; 
d u rin g the same period. 
The comparisons are 
from 
the 
latest reviews of these 
various 
countries. 
In August, 1919, the 
increase in th» United States was 
86 per cent 
compared with 169 
per cent in Kr nee, Ц 2 per cent 
m Norway and 210 per cent 
in 
Sweden, while in A u s t r i a and New 
e / a l a n d prices climbed hut 
per 
cent. 
April, 1919. the latest report 
from Italv showed an advance of 
>1 per cent there against 7s per 
cut in this country.
